2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 
Appropriation:  $  8,575.00. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2250.00  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  Police  Department. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  The  Police  Department  of 
Marlborough.  N.H.  to  provide  a  full  range  of  police  services  to  the  Town 
of  Roxbury  including  daily  patrols  and  other  normal  police  functions. 

Selectmen's  Comments: 

As  previously  voted  the  Selectmen  have  authorization  to  appoint  a 
police  officer.  In  as  much  as  the  suggested  appointment  involves 
coverage  from  another  Town,  the  selectmen  feel  obligated  to 
request  the  Town's  approval. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,200.00  for  Town  Welfare,  Old  Age  Assistance. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  purchase  and  maintenance  of  forest  fire  equipment. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$313.24  for  Town  Road  Assistance. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  incur  interest  expense  of  not  more 
than  $650.00. 
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10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$100.00  for  a  contingency  fund. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,500.00  for  summer  and  $7,500.00  for  winter  road  maintenance. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$96.50  to  support  the  mental  health  service  program  of  Monadnock 
Family  and  Mental  Health  Service. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4660.44 
for  highway  construction  and  reconstruction. 

Selectmen's  Comment: 

These  funds  for  expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through 
the  Highway  Subsidy  Fund  for  work  on  Class  IV  and  H  highways. 
The  appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly 
expended,  a  vote  is  required. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5980.37 
for  maintenance  of  Class  V  highways. 

Selectmen's  Comments: 

This  is  a  special  fund  allocated  to  small  towns  called  the  "Duncan 
Fund"  to  be  used  only  for  road  maintenance  on  Class  V  roads.  The 
appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly 
expended  a  vote  is  required. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$169.00  as  the  Town  share  for  the  studies  and  operation  of  the 
Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.  The 
funds  to  be  used  for  financing  the  staff,  operation  expenses,  planning, 
studies,  technical  assistance,  and  other  programs  of  the  Commission. 
These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal 
Funds  available  for  planning  purposes.

$70.00  for  other  operating  expenses  of  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Board.

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of

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19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$950.00  as  its  fair  share  of  stand-by  costs  for  use  of  the  City  of  Keene 
Ambulance  Service.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

ROXBURY  PLANNING  BOARD 

1981 

During  the  calendar  year  1981,  the  Town  of  Roxbury  Planning  Board 
met  on  seven  occasions,  including  its  regular  meetings,  three  Public 
Hearings  and  one  special  meeting. 

The  policy  statement  of  the  Master  Plan  was  passed  during  the  March 
18th  Public  Hearing.  This  was  the  first  definitive  step  towards  completion 
of  the  Master  Plan. 

A  two  lot  subdivision  on  the  Middletown  road  was  granted  to  Herbert 
Russell  with  a  stipulation  that  no  new  buildings  be  erected  within  100  feet 
of  an  existing  building.  A  lot  previously  subdivided  in  1979  by  Doug 
Osgood  was  review  by  the  Planning  Board  for  its  suitability  to  become  a 
building  lot.  The  board  recommended  to  the  selectmen  that  a  building 
permit  be  issued  only  after  suitable  arrangements  were  made  to  prevent 
runoff  on  to  the  Middletown  Road  and  that  the  lot  was  suitable  for  a 
septic  system. 

Changes  were  made  in  the  subdivision  regulations  so  that  the  Roxbury 
subdivision  regulations  would  conform  to  the  recent  changes  in  the  State 
RSA's.  These  changes,  for  the  most  part,  involve  only  superficial  wording 
changes  in  the  original  subdivision  regulations. 

The  board  received  their  soil  survey  maps  from  the  Cheshire  County 
Conservation  District  and  a  thorough  presentation  was  given  to  the  board 
by  Tom  Chrisenton  and  Jerry  Rosenberg.  These  maps  are  vital  to  the 
Master  Planning  process  and  are  on  display  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

Regular  meeting  of  the  Roxbury  Planning  Board  will  be  held  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  every  other  month;  March  17,  May  19,  July  21,  Sept. 
15,  Nov.  17,  and  Jan.  19,  1983.

During  this  past  year,  there  have  been  many  more  calls  to  this 
department.  This  is  a  good  sign  towards  a  common  goal  of  reducing 
crime. 

Due  to  a  breakdown  of  equipment,  during  the  past  year  I  have  not 
always  been  available  for  service.  This  should  be  rectified  this  year  with  a 
paging  system  I  hope  to  set  up  through  Mutual  Aid.  Along  with  the 
pagers,  I  hope  to  have  the  towns  2  way  radio  back  in  service  soon. 
During  the  past  year,  this  radio  has  been  in  for  repairs  for  a  period  of 
about  7  months.  Since  the  radio  has  been  out  of  service,  I  could  not 
always  be  reached.  In  an  attempt  to  get  more  calls,  I  repaired  my 
personal  2  way  radio  in  my  car,  thereby  increasing  the  amount  of  time  I 
could  be  reached  for  calls. 

Even  with  the  2  way  radio  out  of  service,  I  received  46  complaints  for 
1981.  That  is  an  increase  of  15  calls.  I  know  that  there  were  more  calls 
that  were  handled  by  the  N.H.  State  Police  when  1  was  unavailable  or 
could  not  be  reached. 
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During  this  past  year,  I  have  become  a  certified  Breath  Examiner 
Specialist  through  the  State  for  running  the  Breathalzer.  This  enables  me 
to  make  the  arrest  for  DWI  and  also  administer  the  test.  I  am  also 
currently  taking  a  course  for  Emergency  Medical  Technician  and  also  a 
course  to  become  a  certified  Scuba  Diver.  All  these  things  help  to  build  a 
stronger  department. 

I  had  hoped  to  put  another  police  officer  on  the  department  this  year. 
However,  in  order  to  do  this.   I  would  not  be  able  to  give  the  additional 
officer  the  equipment  and  training  needed  to  insure  safety.     Hopefully,  I 
can  do  that  this  year. 

The  police  department  is  growing  and  is  becoming  more  and  more 
relied  upon  for  service  by  the  townspeople.  I  am  hoping  that  this  will 
continue.  I  will  continue  to  expand  the  department  in  any  way  I  can  to 
serve  the  town  better.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  incur  interest  expense  of  not 
more  than  $500.00.    Motion  carried. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $100.00  for  a  contingency  fund.    Motion  carried. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,500.00  for  summer  and  $6,500.00  for  winter  road  maintenance. 
Selectmen  Robert  Pyne  stated  that  the  reduction  in  road  maintenance 
expenses  was  due  to  the  two  mild  winters  recently  experienced,  and  to 
efforts  by  Road  Agent  Robert  Fifield  to  keep  expenses  to  a  minimum. 
Mr.  Fifield's  efforts  and  performance  of  duty  were  praised  by  both 
townspeople  and  selectmen.    Motion  carried.

A  general  discussion  by  the  townspeople  present  ensued,  revealing  the 
feeling  that  this  was  not  considered  to  be  an  acceptable  proposal.  Article 
not  carried. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  to  purchase  survey  plans  of  the  Nye  Hill  and  Hillside 
Cemeteries  survey  completed  by  Herbert  E.  Russell,  Sr.,  R.L.S.  Mr 
Russell  explained  the  need  for  this  survey  as  a  result  of  the  Cemetery 
Committee  recommendations.  Copies  of  the  surveys  made  were  posted  on 
the  Town  Meeting  House  wall  for  public  examination.    Motion  carried. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $100.00  to  lay  out  ten   new  lots  in  each  cemetery.      Motion  carried. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $50.00  to  record  cemetery  plans  at  the  Cheshire  County  Registry  of 
Deeds.    Motion  Carried. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  theTown  will  vote  to  cut  one  dead  tree  in  Hillside 
Cemetery  per  year  until  all  dead  or  dying  trees  are  removed.  There  are 
approximately  six  large  trees  to  be  removed,  which  will  require  a  tree 
service  company  to  bid  on  removal  costs.  This  article  was  amended  to 
read  "The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Roxbury  will  be  authorized  to  attain 
estimates  for  removal  of  dead  trees  in  the  Hillside  Cemetery."  Article,  as 
amended,  carried. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  to  establish  a  proper  storage  area  on  Town  property  for  storing 
winter  salt.    Motion  carried. 

Article  27.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  the 
said  meeting. 
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Selectmen  Robert  Pyne  presented  a  resolution  to  have  the  residents  of 
the  Town  of  Roxbury  give  a  vote  of  thanks  and  for  the  Selectmen  to  write 
an  official  letter  of  thanks  to  Paul  Murdough  of  Chapman  Road,  Keene, 
for  the  excellent  job  he  did  in  doing  extensive  cleanup  work  in  the  Nye 
Hill  Cemetery,  and  for  constructing  a  gate  and  signs.  This  was  a  project 
Mr.  Murdough  completed  in  conjunction  with  his  promotion  to  the  rank 
of  Eagle  Scout.    Motion  carried. 

Herbert  Russell,  Chairman  of  the  Cemetery  Committee,  requested 
volunteers  from  the  townspeople  to  assist  in  brush  cleanup  in  an  unused 
portion  of  the  Hillside  Cemetery.  Eleven  residents  volunteered  to  work  on 
Saturday,  May  16th.  1981.    Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  to  have  Selectmen  develop  specific  guidelines  for 
use  of  the  cemeteries.    It  was  explained  that  the  Cemetery  Committee  had 
this  responsibility.      The  Cemetery   Committee   will   continue   its   work. 
Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  for  the  Selectmen  to  attain  an  estimate  for  the 
complete  removal  of  the  remains  of  the  Kingsbury  Bridge  which  spans 
Otter  Brook  near  the  Pinnacle.  This  skeletal  remains  presents  a  potential 
hazard.    Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  close  the  meeting.  Meeting  closed 
at  9:16  p.m.
